WHO SAYS I NEED TO SERVE AN APPRENTICESHIP? 


ABOUT BEE, CROWN 
Editor, Labor Journal: 


As a Legislator who is a friend 
of labor and of Assemblyman 
Robert W. Crown and Assembly- 
man Carlos Bee, I was deeply 
saddened to learn of COPE’s de- 
cision on endorsements. I would 
appreciate it if you would pub- 
lish this letter as a comment on 
that decision and on the letter 
of Mr. Fredrick T. Sullivan which 
appeared in the May 8 issue of 
the Journal. 


I can’t comment on the charge 
that Mr. Bee was ‘out of touch” 
with labor because I have no 
knowledge of this. This leaves 
the voting record which Mr. Sul- 
livan cites as 15 good and six 
bad. If a record of nearly three 
to one is not good enough, then 
labor is justly open to criticism 
that it doesn’t want friends and 
supporters — it wants stooges 
and rubber stamps; it doesn’t 
want legislative representatives 
with some courage and judgment 
of their own — it wants auto- 
matic computer devices. How 
many great labor leaders in 
American history have 100 per 
cent records, even with their own 
membership? 
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As to lack of communication, 
it seems to me that COPE should 
have extended a written invita- 
tion to these assemblymen to at- 
tend the endorsing meeting and 
speak for themselves. This was 
not done, This is a violation of 
common courtesy and fair play 
against two assemblymen who I 
believe have proved by the very 
voting record you publicized that 
they are truly friends of labor. 

Mr. Sullivan says nothing 
about the scores of good labor 
bills which both these men have 
carried in the past. He says 
nothing about the valiant fight 
both have conducted on other 
issues concerning all the people 
of California. Does not the house 
of labor benefit from our pro- 
grams in the field of civil rights, 
education, elections and reap- 
portionment, water, public hous- 
ing, redevelopment, highway saf- 
ety, tourism, criminal procedure, 
and so many others in which 
both these men have been in the 
forefront? 

Are you going to close your 


eyes to all these and the splendid 
voting records and say to Bob 
Crown, “We won’t endorse you 
because you had the courage to 
turn us down on carrying one 
bill?” 


A big point is made of the fact 
that Assemblyman Crown made 
a‘ couple of telephone calls — to 
a newspaper publisher and to 
the Speaker of the Assembly. 
This should be commended as 
the honest and straightforward 
response that it was. He could 


have agreed to take the bill, | 


then drag his feet on it, then let 
it die, or quietly arrange to have 
it kiled. But he was honest 


| 


about it and consulted a pub-' 
lisher friend and supporter im-, 


mediately, in the presence of the 
labor representatives. I know, be- 
cause I was present at that con- 
ference. I also declined to carry 
the bill at that time. 

Later I agreed to carry it, pro- 
viding that I was given convinc- 
ing proof of actual problems and 
incidents of the importation of 
professional strikebreakers in 
the newspaper field within the 
preceding five years in Califor- 
nia. There was a lot of talk about 
Portland and other places. But 
no proof that I could present to 
the committee hearing the bill 
about California. This made a 
bill that was somewhat badly 
worded to begin with worse, The 
proof I was promised, to justify 
the need for the bill in my own 
mind as well as the committee’s, 
was never produced. That’s why 
it failed to get enough votes to 
come out of committee, 

Now I ask you: Is this why 
you’ve rejected a great public 
servant, Bob Crown? ... because 
he had the guts to turn down a 
bill that labor couldn’t support 
with the facts? , 

If it is, I think you are very 
wrong. 

This is not the house of labor 
I know... 

I personally welcome labor’s 
endorsement and I am proud of 
it. I accept it with the knowledge 
that I shall continue to weigh 
each issue with the over-all pub- 
lic interest in mind. In doing so, 
I am doing no more than As- 
semblyman Bee and Crown have 
always ‘done.
